Water thoroughly, but avoid applying too 
much in one place to form puddle, which may float 
the seed and mulch into patches.

They thrive in the sun, but like to be started 
in cool weather. In the mild winter sections of 
California we sow the seeds in open ground 
November to February, then thin them when 
they are about 2 inches high. For colder cli- 
mates sow the seeds in early spring. They are 
slow to sprout so you must be patient, give 
them time and keep them moist.
